Foreman  Jarvis  said  that  it  is  hard  to 
clear  around  the  cars,  but  that  clearing  the 
lots  of  cars  or  blocking  off  lots  for  clearing 
would  be  out  of  the  question  because 
students  and  faculty  would  be 
inconvenienced. 

Explaining  the  Physical  Plant’s  procedure 
for  snow  clearance,  Jarvis  said  that  first  the 
roads  and  sidewalks  are  cleared  and  then 
the  crews  go  to  work  on  the  parking  lots. 

ASSISTANT  Foreman  Rieske  said  that 
he  and  his  men  work  from  the 
inner-campus  lots  first  and  then  out.  -He 
added  that,  along  with  pushing  snow  to  the 
sides  of  walks  and  streets,  he  and  the  crews 
have  had  to  haul  away  about  300  yards  of 
snow  so  far. 

“For  the  last  two  weeks,  I have  been 
called  by  Security  every  night  for  some 
reason,”  Rieske  said.  “We  are  doing  our 
best.” 

Jarvis  said  that  when  a snowfall  does 
occur,  it  usually  comes  at  night. 

“When  it  does  snow,  we  call  our  men  at 
4 a.m.,  they  come  in  at  5 a.m.,  and  we  try 
to  have  things  cleared  off  by  8 a.m.  when 
the  students  come  on  campus,”  he 
explained. 
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Moshe  Dayan  charges 
Cease-fire  violations 


Israeli  Defense  Minister  Moshe  Dayan 
cast  a new  pall  over  the  resumed  Middle 
East  peace  talks  Wednesday  with  a detailed 
accounting  of  alleged  Egyptian  missile 
violations  along  the  Suez  Canal  cease-fire 
line. 

Dayan  charged  that  Egypt  put  50  new 
Soviet-built  anti-aircraft  rocket  sites  in  the 
Standstill  Zone  30  miles  from  the  canal  in 
the  first  week  after  the  truce  began  Aug.  7, 
and  in  the  same  period  repaired  100  other 
missile  bases  which  Israeli  warplanes  had 
destroyed  before  the  cease-fire. 

The  original  Israeli  charges,  at  the  time, 
of  such  violations  by  Egypt  of  the 
cease-fire  agreement  led  to  Israel’s  breakoff 


President  Nixon  signs  foreign  aid  bill

The  measure  was  held  up  by  a two-month  Senate 
filibuster,  led  by  administration  supporters,  until  all  troops  were  out 
of  Cambodia. 

The  amendment  never  did  receive  specific  House  approval,  but 
Senate  doves  attached  some  of  the  language  of  the  original 
amendment  to  the  aid  bill  that  passed  in  the  closing  days  of  the  9 1 st 
Congress. 

The  provision  does  not  restrict  U.S.  air  action  in  Cambodia  as  the 
original  amendment  would  have  done. 

Also  included  in  the  bill  are  $150  million  in  military  aid  to  South 
Korea,  $30  million  for  Jordan,  $ 1 3 million  for  Indonesia,  $5  million 
for  Lebanon,  $65  million  for  South  Vietnam  and  $17  million  to 
compensate  for  shortages  in  previous  years’  programs. 

“The'  funds  made  available  by  this  bill  represent  major  support  by 
the  United  States  for  our  friends  and  allies  who  are  assuming  greater 
responsibility  in  the  building  of  the  peaceful  and  stable  world  we  all 
seek  in  the  1970s,”  Nixon  said  in  a special  statement  issued  from  the 
Western  White  House  where  he  began  a 10-day  working  vacation 
Tuesday. 

Nixon  spent  most  of  the  day  working  in  his  office  overlooking  the 
Pacific,  conferring  with  aides  and  developing  the  general  outlines  of 
the  State  of  the  Union  Message  he  will  deliver  to  Congress  Jan.  22.

United  Nations  Mediator  Gunnar  V. 
Jarring.  Those  talks  resumed  Tuesday. 

Jarring  began  the  second  day  of  the 
resumed  talks  Wednesday  with  a meeting 
with  the  Israeli  representative,  U.N. 
Ambassador  Yosef  Tekoah. 

In  Amman,  a policeman  was  killed  and 
1 1 other  persons  were  wounded  during 
raids  by  “unknown  armed  element”  on 
two  police  stations  in  the  worst  outbreak 
of  violence  in  Jordan  in  more  than  three 
weeks. 

A spokesman  for  the  Arab  truce  team 
charged  with  keeping  the  peace  in  Jordan 
since  the  Civil  War  in  September  reported 
the  exchange  of  gunfire  lasted  “more  than 
two  hours.”  He  denounced  the  incidents, 
saying  they  were  aimed  at  disrupting  the 
cease-fire  that  ended  the  Civil  War  between 
the  army  and  Palestinian  guerrillas. 

Dayan  discussed  the  Egyptian  missile 
expansion  in  response  to  questions  from 
the  Israeli  parliament.  He  said  that  as  a 
result  of  the  illegal  buildup  Egypt  had  150 
more  missile  sites  in  the  military  standstill 
zone  on  Oct.  14  than  it  did  when  the 
cease-fire  went  into  effect  Aug.  7. 

He  scheduled  meetings  also  with  the 
negotiators  for  Egypt,  Mohammed  Hassan 
El-Zayyat,  and  Jordan,  Muhammad 
El-Farra,  and  with  the  U.N.  ambassadors  of 
Britain,  Sir  Colin  Crowe,  and  the  Soviet 
Union,  Yakov  A.  Malik. 

In  London,  Egyptian  Foreign  Minister 
Mahmoud  Riad  warned  his  government 
would  not  agree  to  any  extension  of  the 
Feb.  5 cease-fire  deadline  unless  Israel 
agreed  by  then  to  withdraw  from  occupied 
Arab  lands.

Young  men  who  are  ordered  for 
induction  through  Local  Board  53 
in  Silver  Spring,  Md.,  have  one 
additional  step  to  undergo  before 
they  enter  the  Army— and  they 
are  $1  richer  for  it. 

Each  young  man  receives  a 
small  envelope  which  has  written 
on  the  face  “From  Russell 
Mizeli.”  Inside,  as  has  been  the 
case  every  induction  since  1 94 1 , is 
a new  one  dollar  bill. 

The  gift  in  parting  is  from  a 
local  businessman,  Russell  Mizeli, 
who  started  the  practice  the  day 
he  took  his  son  to  the  train 
station  in  the  early  days  of  World 
War  II  and  found  that  some  of  the 
men  were  pauper  poor. 

“I  remember  watching  a young 
man  and  his  mother  talking  at  the 
station  that  day,”  Mizeli  recalls. 
“She  reached  into  her  coin  purse 
and  took  out  35  cents.  Imagine, 
35  cents  to  go  to  war  with!” 

Mizeli  then  reached  into  his 
own  pocket  and  pulled  out  the 
first  of  his  famous  dollar  bills  and 
gave  it  to  the  inductee.  Then,  one 
by  one  and  to  each  and  every 
young  man  at  the  station,  the 
businessman  presented  a similar 
amount,  and  he  hasn’t  stopped 
after  15,000  such  payments. 

“I  just  don’t  believe  that  any 
young  man  should  go  into  the 
service  without  at  least  a dollar  in 
his  pocket,”  Mizeli  explains. 

It  will  soon  be  30  years  since 
Russell  started  with  his  “lucky 
bucks”  as  some  have  tagged  them. 
Some  months  in  the  30  years  have 
been  inexpensive  ones  for  Mizeli 
with  very  few  payments  to  make. 
But  one  month,  in  World  War  II, 
there  were  365  men  answering 
their  call. 

Mizeli  remembers  that  once  at  a 
train  station,  he  wanted  to  give  a 
new  G.I.  more  than  his  dollar. 

“The  train  was  just  starting  to 
pull  away  and  he  called  out  that 
the  dollar  I had  just  given  him  was 
important  because  his  wife  had 
just  had  a baby. 

“I  tried  to  catch  up  and  give 
him  some  more,  but  the  train  got. 
away  from  me,”  Mizeli  recalls 
sadly.

But  they  said  it  appears 
it  is  the  result  of  laws  since  1966 
requiring  vehicles  be  equipped
